The Lions made a "good will" 


tour of the Dixon Airport in con- 
junction with their regular Tues- 
day meeting, and most of them 
ended up by taking off into what 
is generally referred to as the 
"wild blue yonder," with the help 
of area pilots and the airport staff. 


For many of the Lions, as well 


as for this reporter, it was our 
first trip skyward, and an ex- 
perience we won't soon forget. 
The Lions came to view the air- 
port's recently completed $90,- 
000 airstrip, designed for slight; 
ly heavier craft. The new 2,800- 
foot-long strip can accommodate 
twin-engine passenger planes up 
to 8,000 pounds, whereas the old 
strip, still in use, could service 
only single-engine planes in the 
2,000 pound range.

Many of the area's 20-odd plane 


owners were on hand to give the 
Lioni a bird's-eye view of the ter- 
ritory and to answer questions con- 
cerning flying. Among1 them were 
Elwin Wadsworth, C. W. Woessner, 
Reinhart Schnell, airport super- 
visor, Clarence Galiger, flight in- 
structor, Gene Blake, Bill Full, 
Franklin Grove, and 
Raymond 


Young, Mt. Morris. 


While escorting George Holland 


above the city, pilot Wadsworth 
made his first "dead-stick" land- 
ing after his motor conked out. 
It was a three-pointer straight on 
the runway. * • * 
The informal Lions* meeting was 


held during a plate supper, served 
cafeteria 
style, in the airport's 


hangar. With a reflective gleam in 
his eye. Mayor William Slothower 
pointed to the hangar's brick walls 
and steel beams, and said: 


."These bricks are 
from-- city 


streets that have since been paved 
and the beams are made from the 
old street-car tracks." 


The mayor introduced a few 


past and present members of the 
airport board, and commented 
enthusiastically that "this air- 
port, which is one of the most 
progressive for a community of 
Dixon's size, has not cost the tax- 
payers one cent."

Plans for the airport were started 


more than 25 years ago in con- 
junction with a federal relief pro- 
ject. The airport was reportedly 
authorized by the city so that 
grants-in-aid could be obtained. 
The landing field has paid its own 
way through hangar rentals, fees 
from a restaurant next door, and 
tillage of more than 60 acres of 
farm property located between the 
airstrips. 


The new airstrip was "christ- 


ened" for double-engine planes 
recently when an out-of-towner 
landed his twin-engine Piper 
Apache at the field. Area private

currently 


equipped with single-engine ships. 


Schnell envisions an even larger 


airport at some future date ''when 
the air age hits us in full swing."

Swiss Aroused Over Ike's 
Decision on Watch Tariffs 
Trade Relations Are in 
Danger, Says Government 


GENEVA, Switzerland (I» — The Swiss government said today that 


trade relations between Switzerland and the United States are in dan- 
ger of being shaken to their foundations as a result of President Eisen- 
hower's increase in the tariff on foreign-made watches. 


Approximately 50 per cent of 


Swiss exports to the United States 
consist of watch products. The 
Cabinet, the government statement 
said, received news of the tariff 
increase "with regret and great 
anxiety." 


Await Explanation 


The Swiss government will un- 


dertake no action in connection 
with the increase until it is "in- 
formed exactly over the reasons 
which led to this decision," the 
statement said. "But officials made 
clear the Swiss will take advantage 
of the "escape clause" in their 
trade agreement with the United 
States in order to reduce imports 
and achieve a "reasonable" trade 
balance. 


Swiss diplomats were instructed 


to transmit the view of the Swiss 
government to the American gov- 


ernment in Washington and to the 
U. S. Embassy in Bern. 


The Swiss statement said Presi- 


dent Eisenhower's action threatens 
to "deal a heavy blow not only to 
the very satisfactory economic re- 
lations between Switzerland and 
the United States but also to the 
basis of international freedom of 
trade. 


Contradictory, Claim 


"The contradiction between the 


decision of the American govern- 
ment and the fundamentals of free 
trade, as they are constantly stated 
by American delegates at interna- 
tional trade conferences, cannot be 
overlooked." the Swiss statement 
said. "Every excessive increase of 
trade barriers obviously means a 
serious obstacle to economic free- 
dom "

Lifeguards David Murphy and 


Larry Lund rushed to the spot. 
Meanwhile an unidentified swim- 
mer stepped on the unconscious 
form of Dennis who had been car- 
ried some distance downstream.

Building to Replace

ASHTON — (Special) — 


Residents of Community Unit 
School District 271 Tuesday 
approved a bond issue to 
build a new Franklin Grove 
Elementary 
School, almost 


four years after the old 
school building was destroy- 
ed by -fire. 


The vote in favor of the $190,000 


bond issue was 692. Three hundred 
and five persons voted against the 
proposition. 


The proposal to build the school 


had been approved in the April 
school election this year. At that 
time the bond issue failed to be 
passed. 


Order* Plans 


The board of education, after it 


was known that the bond issue was 
approved, ordered detailed archi- 
tect's plans for the building com- 
pleted. The board has not decided 
when to sell the bonds or ask for 
construction bids, but Supt. Earl 
Horn said today those matters 
may be settled during a board 
meeting Aug. 5. 


The Franklin Grove school burn- 


ed Dec. 20, 1951. Since then, classes 
have been held in temporary build- 
ings, churches, temporary class- 
rooms constructed in the school 
gymnasium. The new school will 
be built near the site of the old 
building. 


The new school will include eight 


elementary classrooms, principal's 
office, first aid room and boiler 
room.

Council Talks 
Parking Policy 
New City Parking Lot 
On a Seven-Day Week 


Discussion over a "new" 
city parking meter policy, annuoncec 


Tuesday night by Police and Fire Commissioner C. T- Ballard, high 
lighted Dixon's weekly city council session. 


Ballard said that beginning Sun 


day motorists will have to pay the 
regular five-cents-per-hour charge 
for using the city parking lot at 
Second Street and Hennepin Ave- 
nue. 
The ordinance to charge a 


meter fee seven days a week was 
passed by the council more than 
a year ago, but not enforced up to 
this time. The parking lot has been 
in use about 18 months. 


Revamped Lot 


Ballard pointed out that the city 


recently "revamped" the lot by 
widening the space between meters 
and resurfacing it. Reason for not 
enforcing the Sunday fee up to 
this time was that council mem- 
bers felt that parking conditions up 
to the time of the renovation were 
too cramped, Ballarfl said. 


Street Commissioner Joe Vaile 


expressed tie opinion that it may 
not be "proper" to charge for Sun- 
day parking. "There are a lot of 
churches in this vicinity," Vaile 
said, "and perhaps their mem- 


bers should not be charged for us 
ing the city lot Sundays."

member voting for the ordinance 
calling for seven-day parking fees 
at the lot.

President Eisenhower said to- 
day the Chinese Communist 
attacks on 
American

British planes are part of the 
Red plan to split the Western 
allies. He declared the Uni- 
:ed States means to defend 
its rights. 


The President told a news con- 


ference the American rescue 
planes which were attacked by the 
ISiinese Communists were engaged 
n legitimate business. 


The United States means to de- 


fend its right whenever it is en- 
gaged in legitimate business Jk 
said. 


The American aircraft shot down 


two Red planes after being attack- 
ed over the South China Sea. 


Other Matter* 


The President also dealt with 


these other matters: 


Legislative program—Eisenhow- 


er said he would be more than 
bitterly disappointed if Congress 
should adjourn without approving 
such administration measures as 
those dealing with foreign aid, 
farm policy, tax revision, housing 
and social security. 


And he added, in reply to a ques- 


tion, that he feels an increase in 
the 275 billion dollar national debt 
ceiling is inescapable. 


Anglo-Egyptian—H« wid he is 


highly pleased with the agreement 
reached by Great Britain and 
Egypt on terms for settling their 
argument over th« Sues Canal 
zone. 


Reflect* Statesmanship 


The agreement reflect* states- 


manship and patience on both 
.sides, he said, adding that he hopes 
Egypt now will be able to advance 
with her friends from both eco- 
nomic and security standpoints. 


Food prices—The President ex- 


pressed the hope that food prices 
mil stabilize if Congress passes 
the administration bill calling for a 
flexible /arm price support pro- 
gram instead of the rigid support 
plan now in effect. 


Tariffs—The United States, the 


President said, must continue to 
work toward a freer flow of world 
tiade, even though he found it 
necessary to hike the tariff on cer- 
tain imported watches up to 50 per 
cent. 


Switzerland Kilpil 


Eisenhower ordered the increase 


Tuesday. Switzerland, which sup- 
plies this country with most of its 
imported watch movements, said 
the tanfj. hike dealt a serious blow 
not only to existing good relations 
between Switzerland and the Unit- 
ed States, but also to the veiy 
punciple of freedom of trade. 


The President said he made a 


long study of whether to increase 
the duty on imported watches and 
concluded that from the standpoint 
of national defense it was impera- 
tive to preserve certain skilled in- 
dustries m this country. He was 
referring, he said, to fine toler- 
ance precision instruments. 


German sovereignty—The Presi- 


dent said he is not ready to an- 
nounce just what steps he might 
take toward planting sovereignty 
to Western Germany. He made 
that reply when asked for his views 
on a resolution appioved Tuesday 
by the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee. The resolution in effect 
suppoits 
sovereignty 
by direct 


presidential action unless P'rancs 
ratifies the European Defense Com- 
munity Treaty. 


He Approves 


Eisenhower said he thoroughly 


approves the resolution, but that 
the matter of just what steps 
might be taken will have to be left 
to further study.

Bakers Eye 
Costs? See 
Price Rise 


By SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK (fl—Bakers are eye-, 


ing their cost sheets and shrinking 
profits statements today and talk- 
ing of raising the price of bread 
one cent a loaf. 


They made a similar hike just a 


year ago—citing the same reasons: 
Rising material costs, higher wage 
scales, costlier distribution. 


If they raise the price again they 


will be doing so in the face of a de- 
clining sale of bread per person in 
the country, and the competition of 
the ready mix in the cake and pas- 
try fields. 


Costs Rise 


But they claim that their costs 


have risen again this year, more 
than offsetting the price hike of a 
year ago. 


Housewives, eyeing the stories 


about piles of surplus wheat, may 
wonder why bakers say the price 
of flour has gone up 10 per cent 
over last year. 


Bakers claim that the wheat in 


government storage is not of the 
quality they use in making bread 
and cake. They say that better 
quality baking wheats are selling 
far above the government's price 
support levels. 


Lard Rises 


Bakers add that the cost of the 


lard they use is 60 per cent higher 
this year than last, despite some 
price slipping recently. 


And wage and fringe benefit 


hikes have increased payroll costs 
about 5 per cent, baking company 
officials say. 


One leading company totals up 


the cost increases in these three 


items—flour, shortening and labor 
—and says its cost sheet now is 
So.800,000 higher than a year ago. 


The price increase last year in 


the price of bread brought in $2,- 
800,000 more to its tills, the com- 
pany suites. It cites the difference 
as the reason its plans to raise its 
bread price again before the sum- 
mer is over. 


Statements on the general in- 


crease in costs and the drop in 
profits this year have come in re- 
cent days from execlutives of Gen- 
eral Baking, Ward's, Continental 
Baking and United Biscuit- Figures 
vary for the different companies, 
but the general tenor of their plaint 
is that labor, flour and shortening 
costs have risen and shrivelled 
profits. To this United Biscuit adds 
the rising cost of chocolate used in 
some of its products. 


Only Way Out 


General Baking's president, 


George L. Morrison, says a price 
hike in bread seems the only way 
out. 


Millers, on the other hand, re- 


port that bakers have been holding 
up their buying of bakery flours for 
some time, apparently waiting for 
the spring wheat harvest in hopes 
of further weakening of grain 
prices.

Senate passage came at 9:47 


p.m. Tuesday night, at the end of 
13 days and nearly 169 hours of 
acrimoniouf debate. The bill was 
supported by 44 Republicans and 
13 Democrats and opposed by 2 
Republicans. 25 Democrats and in- 
dependent Sen. Morse of Oregon. 


The battle left open scars in the 


Senate over the bill's power pro- 
visions and the, tactics used by Re- 
publican Leader Knowland of Cali- 
fornia to break what he termed an 
opposition filibuster. 


Whether these resentments would 


lead to stiffer opposition to" other 
key administration measures, in- 
cluding the foreign aid. housing 
and tax revision bill, remained to 
be seen. GOP leaders are driving 
for adjournment by Aug. 7. 


The Senate adopted amendments 


to the atomic energy bill, a re- 
vision of the 1946 basic act, to 
authorize the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission (AEC) and other federal 
agencies to build atomic power 
plants, if they can get the funds. It 
also postpones any exclusive nu- 
clear patents for 10 years. 


The House bill, passed Monday, 


grants normal patent rights for 
civilian atomic developments not 


conceived under government aus- 
pices and bars the AEC from the 
A-power business. 


These differences must be ham- 


mered out behind closed doors. 
Opposition senators have threaten- 
ed another talkfest if their version 
is jettisoned. The House, under 
strong leadership control, appear- 
ed equally insistent upon its meas- 
ure. 


Senate opponents gave up the 


fight unexpectedly after two weeks 
of denouncing the bill as a gigantic 
giveaway.

Urging the United States to act 


now, 
Rhee said the Republic of 


Korea has offered, this nation its 
20 equipped divisions and the men 
to make up 20 more. 


He said I1» million young Ko- 


reans ask for nothing better than 
to fight for the cause of human 
freedom, their honor and their na- 
tion." 


He noted that the government of 


Nationalist China on Formosa also 
has offered the United States "630.- 
000 men of its armed forces and 
additional reserves." 


"Unless we win China back, an 


ultimate victory for the free world 
is unthinkable." he said. 


If Russia rushed its own ground 


forces into the battle for China, 
Rhee said it would justify the de- 
struction of the Soviet centers of 
production by the American Air 
Force before the Soviet hydrogen 
bombs had been produced in quan- 
tity." 


"I am aware that this is a hard 


doctrine," he said. "But the Com- 
munists have made this a hard 
world in which to be soft is to be- 
come a slave."
